A few minutes after the group 
retired behind closed doors, Lewis 
emerged to report that the miners 
had recessed to permit an oper- 
ators’ caucus. He said the regotia- 
tions had received no word from 
the war labor board, which last 
week ordered the contract talks 
halted until actual production had 
been resumed, and added he had 
no other comment.

Argenina indicated thet the en- 
tire revolutionary movement was 
strongly rightist, despite pledges 
of stronger American collabore- 
tion. This tendency might ac 
count for the vain effort to induce 
Rosa and Calderon in the Rawson 
cabinet, 

(Their resignations might indicate 
that the Ramirez regime would be 
more liberal, but dispatches coming 
through the tight Argentine censor- 
ship failed to make this clear.) 


RAPID-FIRE CHANGES 

The rapid-fire changes in the 
Argentine political picture were an-

The president said that although 
we are several steps closer to that 
victory than at the time of the Do- 
minion convention at Winnipeg one 
year ago, the fight between the 
forces of liberty and tyranny must 
still reach its climax. 

“Tremendous battles must still be 
fought before the sun of victory 
shines upon a war-weary world,” he 
continued. “In fact, Mr. Churchill 
has warned us we may. only have 
seen the end of the beginning. The 
beginning of the end may well be 
a long way off.” 

ONE LARGE SCALE 


Mr. Walker said that when the 
great final battles for the continent 
begin, the Canadian Army overseas 
will at last see large-scale action. 
The victory is hardly likely to be 
less costly in blood than were the 
victories of the Canadian Corps 
years ago, Mr. Walker thought. 

“Have we sufficient trained re- 
serves abroad?” Mr. Walkét asked. 
Reserves here in Canada are mere- 
ly wasted, the speaker felt. We must 
have reserves in Europe to fill the 
gaps by casualties, so that the Can- 
adian Army may continue to fight 
as an army and not be reduced to 
the status of a corps. 

“When the great test comes, we 
know that it will be manpower 
more than anything else that’ will 
tip the scales of victory or defeat,” 
he said. 

The Legion will continue to press 
for total war and does not yet thnik 
that anything like total mobilization 
has been achieved, Mr. Walker said.

“We should not sit back compla- 
cently until the end of the war be- 
fore we tackle this problem of 
rehabilitation,” declared Dr. G. M.

In a@ stirring address, frequently 
interrupted by applause, Dr. Weir 
deseribed many ways in which the 
Legion could assist now, in pre- 
paring to meet the problems ot 
post-war employment of returned 
men and returned women.

The following summary of the 
situation, confronting the people of 
Canada and some of the proposais 
being made to meet it, are con- 
tained in the following brief, that 
was distributed among the delegates 
by Dr. Weir:

Moreover, there are certain prin- 
ciples which may be considered as 
general guides. On the basis of the 
published proceedings of the fed- 
eral committee on reconstruction, 
and for the purposes of this study, 
it may be assumed that: 

(a) Growth of population and in- 
dustrial development after the war 
will continue at least at as rapid a 
rate as in the past; 

(b) Fairly full employment and 
gradually improving standards of 
living will be realized in the post- 
war period; 

(c) Gradual relaxation of govern- 
ment controls and a return to pri- 
vate enterprise will be cahieved; 
but there will continue to be 8 con- 
siderable amount of direction by 
the government and, if need be, an 
extensive program of public words;

’ The proposal is drastic. It may well 
cause alarm to people in sections of the 
country far from mining areas. That it will 
stir them to action in making every pos- 
sible arrangement to lay in fuel of some 
kind well in advance is to be hoped. For the 
situation is just as serious as the rationing 
plan indicates. 

Last year 43,000,000 tons of coal were 
burned in Canada, against 28,750,000 tons 
in 1939. The increase was 50 per cent— 
and last year's supply was insufficient. 
The estimated need in 1943 is 47,000,000 
tons, nearly 10 per cent more than the in- 
adequate supply for last year. That the off 
and on strike in the United States mines 
does not improve the outlook goes without 
saying. Ontario will get little anthracite 
from Pennsylvania next winter. 

Albertans should not delude themselves 
that they are not directly concerned be- 
cause they happen to live in a great coal- 
producing province. Living near a mine 
won't keep anybody warm next winter if 
people in other sections of the country are 
threatened with freezing. In such circum- 
stances the point will be raised that Al- 
bertans had the best chance to fill their 
bins during the summer and should have 
done it. And against that proposition no- 
thing can be said that will make any dif- 
ference. ¢ 


Belated Relief 

As in the former great war, the Min- 
istera in charge of the husiest departments 
at Ottawa have been given parliamentary 
assistants, These are part-time men, and 
will be paid for only the part of the year 
they are engaged in such duties. What par- 
ticular tasks will be assigned to each must 
of necessity be left to his chief. Perhaps, 
like the under-secretaries at London, they 
may do a good deal of the routine work of 
answering questions and making formal 
statements in the House. 

That the arrangement will make for 
efficiency is to be supposed. The Ministers 
in charge of the defence departments, the 
finance department, and some of the 
others, have been overworked beyond 
question. The wonder is that they were 
not given help long ago, for no men in Can- 
ada have worked as ‘hard for the last 
three and a half years. If expense was a 
deterrent to earlier appointments, it should 
not have been. The reasonable-minded pub- 
lic do not want even Ministers of the 
Crown to work santas iid to death. 


Eastern Air Control 


A week ago the luftwaffe staged a 500 
plane raid on Kursk—and lost 162 ma- 
chines. The Russian air force replied Fri- 
day with a 520 plane attack on Orel—and 
lost one. This exchange of blows, climax- 
ing weeks of fighting in which the enemy 
has consistently fared badly, led the Mos- 
cow radio to say “Hitler has lost the air 
battle of Russia”. 

This declaration is the more significant 
because Moscow has never before claimed 
to have the upper hand in the air war, 
and because its announcements generally 
have been free from boasting. It is an open 
challenge to Goering to send along his 
planes—not at all likely to have been flung 
at him unless the Red force had the ma- 
chines and the men to make good. 

If it is true that air mastery in the cast 
has passed to the Russians, a new phase of 
the war on that front has opened. Nowhere 
have the Axis forces driven ahead save 
under cover of superior air power. If they 
have lost that power in the east, the third 
summer drive for the Caucasus oil fields. 
may never get going, and it can only be 
launched without the “softening up” pre- 
paration always formerly employed in 
Russia and elsewhere. An army—particu- 
larly an Axis army—attacking now with- 
out a powerful air barrage would be like 
an army forty years ago attacking without 
artillery.

Now a victory in this battle 
means a great saving in munitions 
and supplies and food. It means 
that distribution is coming up to 
the efficiency level of production, 
which, of course, is the industrial 
ideal in war as well as in peace. 
It means that the war fronts are 
putting to actual use a higher per- 
centage of the production of this 
continent. 


Invasion Force 


All this is vitally important. But 
the winning of the battle of the 
Atlantic is chiefly significant be- 
cause it controverts the purpose 
for which Hitler initiated that bat- 
tle in the first place. 


There seems to be no doubt that 
the Axis emphasis on submarine 
activity in the Atlantic was actu- 
ated less for the purpose of cutting 
off food and munitions supplies 
than for keeping more American 
troops out of England. 

Hitler’s anxiety to keep more 
American troops out of England is 
due to the fact that a successful 
invasion of the continent across the 
English Channel depends entirely 
upon a much greater troop con- 
centration in England than is be- 
lieved to exist at present. 

If such an invasion is necessary 
—and it probably is—the winning 
of the battle of the Atlantic will 
make it possible just that much 
sooner. 

It will require a tremendously 
powerly) army, plus an immense 
quantity of equipment, to agsault 
the forts of Hitler's Europe. Once 
the Atlantic route is clear, Ameri- 
can troops can be delivered in Eng- 
land for this purpose speedly and 
with comparatively little risk. 


Islands 


Meanwhile, preparations appear 
to be afoot for offensive operations 
against Italian islands in the 
Mediterranean and against conti- 
nental Italy herself. 

Midweek, Spanish sources re- 
ported the movemént of 8 great 
Allied convoy from Gibraltar, 
bound for points unknown. Cer- 
tainly there is a huge force of men 
and equipment adrift somewhere 
in the Mediterranean. It is reason- 
able to suppose they will strike 
somewhere soon. 


It is possible that this force may 
strike at the Marsailles area. It 
may slide along the ceast of 
Portugal and into the Bay of 
Biscay and attack southwest 
France. Or it may proceed right 
up into the English Channel and 
give everyone a surprise by land- 
ing on Europe at any point there or 
northward. 

These are all possibilities. But 
the greatest likelihood is that this 
force, whatever it is, is aimed at 
Italy. 

Now here is something about 
which we should be quite clear. 

Any movement against Italy, by- 
this apparently vagrant force or 
any other, should not be confused 
with the projected all-out invasion 
of Europe. It is quite a separate 
operation. 

There might be a connection, of 
course, insofar, as the two move- 
ments might be simultaneous, or 
nearly simultaneous, to confuse 
and disturb the enemy still more. 

But the immediate purpose of 
the one should not, be mixed up 
with the immediate purpose of the 
other. Any invasion of Italy will 
not be aimed so much at the de- 
feat of Hitler, as at the direct pur- 
pose of knocking Italy out of the 
war. They both come to the same 
thing in the end. 

But what I am getting at is this: 
it would be a grave mistake to feel, 
if our troops land on Italy, that 
the general invasion of Europe has 
begun, or that these forces will be 
marched through Italy and up into 
Europe proper.

Holy Graal 

I have a letter from a man who 
describes himself as a school 
teacher of Calgary, and who wishes 
to know something more about the 
Holy Graal which I mentioned, last 
week, in my reference to King 
Arthur’s Round Table. He wants 
me to explain how the Graal, 
which was the cup used: at the 
Last Supper by Christ and His 
Disciples, and was afterwards used, 
it is believed, to catch our Lord's 
blood as it poured from His side 
on the Cross—he wants me to ex- 
plain how this sacred vessel was 
supposed to have got into Britain 
in the first place. 

Well, the English Glastonbury 
legend is that the Graal was 
brought to Britain by 8. Joseph of 
Arimathea who supplied the tomb 
in which was laid Christ's dead 
body and who prebably was one of 
those who actually laid our Lord 
in this grave. 

The story goes that S. Joseph 
of Arimathea was sent to Britain in 
the year 61 by S. Philip to 
evangelize both the natives and 
the Romans who were in occupa- 
tion there. For his strvices to the 
disciples, he was allowed to keep 
the Holy Graal as a memento of 
Christ, and he is said to have 
brought it to Britain. 

Joseph founded the cathedral at 
Glastonbury and some believe the 
Graal is buried somewhere in or 
near the church, perhaps close to 
the bodies of King Arthur and 
Queen Guinevere who are thought 
to lie undér the high altar. 

Still others believe that the 
Graal is at the bottom of a well at 
Glastonbury where it may be seen 
only by those who are thoroughly 
pure in heart. I have never heard 
of anyone seeing it there. 

All this, of course, is only legend 
with a background of probability. 
At any rate, the legend is sup- 

by many ancient writers. 
Mallory deals with it in his Morte 
d@’Arthur; Geoffrey of Monmouth 
speaks of it in his interesting His- 
tory of the Kings of,Britain; the 
author of the High History of the 
Holy Graal, of course, discusses it 
at convincing length. 


Cup of Antioch 


However, there are many 
alternative stories of the Graal. 
One of the most impressive ot 
them has to do with the famous 
Cup of Antioch which was exhi- 
bited in the United States a few 
years ago and which, I believe, is 
still in that country. 


fewelled and carved chalice of gold 
and silver which has been treas- 


The Cup of Antioch is a tan 


ured by the Church at Antioch for 
more than 1,800 years. Not soemany 
years ago, workmen who were re- 
pairing and polishing the vessel, 
discovered that it was only the 
outward ¢asing of a plainer and 
simpler cup, over which it had 
been built. 


The inner cup proved to be a 
plain cheap metal drinking vessel 
of a type that was commonly in 
use in Jerusalem in the time ot | 
Christ. Church dignitaries began ! 
to ask themselves why this very 
ordinary and inexpensive chalice 
had been venerated so highly by 
men, nearly two thousand years 
ago, that, to preserve it, they had 
built around it such 4 costly and] 
precious vessel as the outward cup 
of Antioch. 


And white no claims were made 
for its authenticity, it inspired 
Inany to believe that the simple 
inner vessel was the actual cup 
which was employed by Christ and 
His disciples at the Last Supper 
and which, next day, had been 
used by the followers of Jesus to 
catch the blood which fell from 
His wounded side on Calvary. 


This belief, of course, contradicts 
the legend of Glastonbury. 


Air War 


As I outlined last week, there Is 
&@ growing hope that the war may 
be won from the air and without 
a costly, Sighting invasion of 
Europe. There is a possibility, it 
is believed, that the infantry divi- 
sions may be used only to occupy 
the European continent after the 
air. bombardment has forced the 
enemy to collapse.

When Poland Thompson 
was conquered, the Warsaw Ghetto 
was established; an enormous con- 
centration camp, segrated from the 
rest of Poland by high masonry,, 
within which Jews from Warsaw 
and afterward from Lublin, Cracow, 
Lodz and Katowice, were herded 
like cattle, to live worse than gattle, 
without sanitation, or any work 
save what they could do with a few 
fools and their own hands; with 
only supervised communication 
with the outside world; with only 
what wealth they could manage to 
take with them; living crowded 
and ever-more crowded in dank 
hovels; subject to hunger, filth and 


disease. 

Such conditions of life, thought 
the Nazis, would spare them the 
responsibility of direct massacre. 
The imprisoned Jews would simply 
die. 

For who, thought the Nazis, would 
help them? The Poles, they argued, 
had troubles enough of their own, 
and were not famous for sympathy 
with Jews. Thus, the “Jewish ques- 
tion” in Poland would solve itself.

sistance, and especially sabotage, 
were taking too’ great a toll from 
the resources required to maintain 
the German armies on the eastern 
front. Wilhelm Krueger, the 
Heydrich of Poland, charged by his 
Gestapo boss Himmler, to “liqui- 
date” this resistance, decided to re- 
vert to the original Nazi tactic, and 
make before Polish eyes, a demon- 
stration of ruthlessness, a horrible 
example of the Ghetto Jews, 

He announced that the Warsaw 
Ghetto would be “eliminated”, and 
its occupants obliterated. German 
efficiency, hard-pressed by eco- 
nomic necessity, set out to close 
even those mouths that took so pitl- 
fully little food—close them with 
machine guns, gas chambers, and in 
Mass graves. 

The first answer of the Polish 
underground to this announcement 
was the assassination of the hang- 
man Krueger. He met Heydrich's 
fate. 

His successors pressed forward 
his plans with accelerated hatred. 
‘The assault on the Ghetto began. 
Obviously, this would be a simple 
matter. The Ghetto was, of course, 
unprotected. 


Barricades 


But tentative approaches by S.S. 
troops, revealed an amazing thing. 
The walls surrounding the Ghetto 
bad been cogverted into barricades, 
by the inhabitants within. Behind 
them were Jews drawn up for 
battle. Not a mob, with stones in 
their hands; but an army, trained, 
disciplined, in squads, platoons, 
companies; officered—and armed! 
Armed with rifles, machine guns, 
hand grenades, Molotoff-bembs, 
detonating caps and fuses! 

In the heart of Warsaw, the most 
unmartial of people, the most hope- 
less and lost, had turned their 
prison inte a fortress and were pre- 
pared to the last child, to make 
their tormentors pay dearly for 
every life. The wailing walls had 
become stockades! 

The Gestapo had to retreat and 
appeal to sore-pressed Berlin for 
regular troops—regular troops to 
put down Ghetto Jews! Special S.S. 
detachments, field artillery and 
motorized infantry, had to be hast-

ily mobilized behind the lines, for a 
third front in the very centre of 
occupied Poland. 

At the last reports, the battle was 
still on. 


Weapons 

How did the Jews get their arms? 
Of course, from the Polish under- 
ground, Christian Poland, aware of 
the horrible end that awaited the 
prisoners of the Ghetto, mobflized 
to smuggle them weapons. Inside 
the prison turned fortress, Jewish 
members of the demobilized Polish 
army, men who had fought in the 
Polish war, or bern trained to fight 
but never called, organized the 
battle. : 

As the assault to the Ghetto was 
met by counter-fire, word flew 
throughout Poland: The Jews are 
fighting! The Ghetto refuses to bow 
to Hitler! By their resistance, every 
other resistance was made more 
fierce. Silent legions were organ- 
ized, to increase acts of voilence, 
to deflect Nazi attention from the 
Ghetto, and oaths were sworn: “All 
aid to the Jews, who resist Hitler!” 

Behind the walls were husbands 
of Polish women, torn from them 
by Hitler's race theories. These de- 
voted wives, long helpless, were 
amongst those who risked their 
lives to get a few sticks of dynamite 
to still loved men. 

Just what the situation is at this 
moment, is unknown to the repre- 
sentatives of Poland in London and 
Washington. The word has reached 
them from the remarkable under- 
ground radio station, the letters of 
whose name, spell in Polish, 
“dawn”. ‘ 

But whatever the outcome, this 
battle represents one of the most 
extraordinary episodes in the his- 
tory of religious and racial strife, 
Against a common and terrible 
enemy, the underground heroes of 
Christian Poland, defended the em- 
battled and fighting Jews of the 
Ghetto, and the Jews, by their 
battle, sent out a call to all men! 
Endure no longer! Fight! There wil) 
be a dawn!

Needed as Well as 
Loved

Since new babies are arriving ail 
the time, there is constantly tue 
problem of keeping an older child 
in the family from having his nose 
out of joint by the newly arrived. 
Tbh young child's pride in beiag 
considered “big” and “grown-up” 
can be an asset when the new 
baby arrives, and reminders to let 
the older child help in caring for 
the infant are not new. But as 'n 
so much counsel on bringing up 
children, it’s not so much what you 
do as how you do it.

A NEW priority procedure, the Program Classification 
System, has been established by Priorities Order 4, 
effective on June 7, 1943. Under this simple, new pro- 
cedure, industrial purchase orders placed with Canadian 
firms will be classified within one or more of 24 code 


numbers. 


After June 7 every purchaser of goods or commod- 
ities valued at $25 or more, (other than a retailer, a 
person who buys from a retailer, or auch others as are 
designated in the regulations), must provide his supplier 
with the appropriate code number as indicated by the 
regulations, or with sufficient information to enable the 
supplier himself to classify the purchase order. 


Industrial and mill suppliers, warehouses and other 
) businesses performing similar functions for industry, 
shall NOT be deemed retailers for the purposes of the 


new regulations.

Minister Lauds 
Results Gained 
By Feeders’ Day 


Hon. D. Bruce MacMillan, min- 
ister of agriculture, speaking at 
the University Feeders’ Day 

Saturday stated that results at the 

University of Alberta had gone a 

long way toward showing satis- 

factory home-grown substitutes 
are available for the livestock 
feeder who finds high proteins 

hard to obteln. More than 500 

persons attended the meeting. 

When measured in terms of “rate 
of growth and cost of production” 
in producing bacon hogs, Dr. R. D. 
Sinclair, dean of the faculty of agri- 
culture, told farmers that hog con- 
centrates made. with alfalfa meal, 
linseed oil meal and limestone gave 
satisfactory results. Such home- 
grown proteins make it possible for 
the feeders to get along without 
fishmeal, and greatly economize on 
the perrentage of tankage or animal 
proteins in the supplement. 

Prof. J. P. Sackville told the feed- 
ers that fattening of feeder steers 
last fall by pasturing them on green 
oats sown in late July and standing 
14 inches high at Sept. 1, proved a 
good way of making beef. 

When the snow forced removal 
of the cattle Oct. 30, the steers had 
made the high average daily gain 
of 2.54 pounds which exceeds feed 
lot records when hay and full grain 
feed are used. Return per acre was 
$21.58 in 60 days, exceptionally 
good due to high price for cattle, 
he added. 


DO OWN PART

own harvesting.

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_. Recent surveys show that a great 
‘many women and far too many 
vmen who work in industriel plants 
do not eat enough lunch either for 
health or for steady work: Women, 
particularly, seem ignorant of the 
fact that their lunch box should 
contain enough balanced food to 
eonstitute one-third of their daily 
food requirements. 

There are many well-designed 
lunch boxes now on the market. 
They contain thermos jugs in vari- 
ous sizes which can keep soups, 
stews, macaroni and cheese and 
other dishes hot until needed, or 
other foods cold until peeded. 
There are thermos bottles for hot 
soup, tea, coffee, and other liquid 
food and beverages which the war 
worker needs ip his or her 
Juncheon. 

Paper containers are important, 
too, in packing the worker's lunch 
box. They.can be filled with salads, 
with cut-up fruit, salad dressings, 
‘cooked fruits and other desserts. 
Paper cups are light and take up 
little room, but contribute materi- 
ally to the enjoyment of the mid- 
day mea} for the hard worker. 

Summer meals must be substan- 
tial, contain some hot food and be 
well balanced. Just because the 
day 8 hot, do not get the idea that| 
the body needs less food. Use fruits 
and fruit- juices, plenty of greens, 
too. Rut also eat some hot dish and 
some main dish: such as baked 
beahs, cheese or meat, eggs or fowl 
or fish, prepared in sandwiches, 
cooked in stews, or mixed with 
salad greens.

The inability to sleep may come 
from either mental. or’ physical 
causes, The best results will fol- 
low when the cause is found and 
removed in the individual case, 

As a general rule the most prob- 
able physical cause will be found 
to be an irritation arising in the 
digestive tract. The use of a heavy 
dinner meal, leading to the forma- 
tion of excessive gas, is one of the 
principal causes of insomnis. When 
this is the cause, the patient will 
find that such a simple measure as 
taking a plain warm water enema 
will often induce almost immediate 
relief so that he may return to bed 
and fall at once into a sound, rest- 
ful slumber. 

In some cases, the disturbance 
of sleep may originate in a faulty 
mattress, in the distraction arising 
from noise er in the habit of tek- 
ing your troubles to bed with you 
and about them. Very 
often the cause lies in net enough 
exercise having been taken to in- 
duct a normal healthy tiredness of 
the muscles. 

If your work is of the mental 
type, then you will not obtein 
enough activity during the day to 
bring about physical fatigue and 
you should devote at least part of 
the evening to exercise in some 
form. 

The mental causes of insomnia 
have not bee much appreciated in 
the past but the influence of such 
causes is now being better under- 
stood: The patient who is dissatis- 
fied or discontented during waking 
hours will find it hard to relax 
sufficiently to sleep soundly. The 
cure in such cases lies in atijusting 
the emotional life. 

Sleep is a normal process and 
should occur almost automatically 
in.a person in good health. If you 
find it difficult to sleep at. night 
you must realize that the habits 
which you are allowing to domi- 
nate your waking day play a large 
part in keeping you from sleeping 
at night. It is not 20 much what 
abneene at eg we mene you 
awake, as w! sppens in the 
daytime. 

Most cases of insomnia are in 
the “curable” class and the av- 
erage patient will* be greatly 
helped by using a treatment for 
removing stomach and intestinal 
gas, by increasing this exercise, 
and by learning how to make use 
of good suggestions.

Constant Reader; the following is 
@ lengthy answer to this query of 
yours. 

When a baby wants something, 
anything, the ONLY way in which 
he can express that desire is to 
cry. He can't speak and say, “I'm 
hungry, I'm cold, my tummy 
aches;” he can only cry. 

If he has to put lots of effort into 
getting his wants attended to, he 
learns to cry hard and with con- 
siderable emotion. He learns that 
because he has found mild crying 
brings him nothing at all. So, in- 

stead of wasting his time crying 
mildly and expecting someone to 
heed his cries, he has found he 
must cry hard, go into a veritable 
temper hefore he is noticed. 

The best authorities on child 
care today agree that the way te 
develop a spoiled, crying baby is 
to ignore his cries. Read that 
ever until you take it in, for it is 
the very eppesite of what 
mothers have been told se often, 

The mother is there to listen and 
attend to the baby’s wants. If she 
shirks her responsibility and ig- 
nores his crying, interpreting as 
she pleases, she develops a crying 
baby. 

Children do cry for attention dur- 
ing their wakefu) hours and they 
should have it. Learning how to be 
social, being played with, laughed 
at and with, given attention, is part 
of their program for growing up 
normally. If the baby cries harder 
at 4 to 6 in the evening, it is be- 
cause this is his longest wakeful 
period and this is the time atten- 
tion to him is most pleasant and 
moat profitable.

From the mail run he went to 
Bellanca Aircraft as a test pilot, 
where he stayed until 1932. It was 
during this period he won the Ef- 
ficiency Trophy at the 1931 Cana- 
dian National Exhibition. 

In 1933, Mr. Troup formed Dom- 
inion Swkways, which company, to- 
gether with a subsidiary, Newfound- 
land Skyways, operated in the north 
on mining, survey, and general air 
transportation from eastern Ontario 
through to the Atlantic coast.

They 
have a pride in their heritage, and 
we also have a pride in ours. We 
admire them immensely. They are 
doing a great job, but we Cana- 
dians will follow the fla, we chose 
when Canada became a nation,” he 
declared amid applause. 


WON'T LIQUIDATE 

Like Prime. Minister Churchill, 
Canadians have no desire to “liqui- 
date” the Britfsh Empire, said the 
speaker, Commenting on talk heard 
about Britain permanently leaving 
former possessions now Maiicse 
by the enemy His Honor declared 
that Britain was better trained 
than any other nation to continue 
the work of colonization. 

Canadian treops won great dis 
tinction in the last war, although 
many high officers on the Imperial 
staff had been afraid at first that 
the boys from the Dominion lack- 
ed proper “discipline.” 

At Ypres, on the Somme ,at 
Vimy Ridge and at Passchendael, 
the Canadians proved themselves 
as soldiers without peer in the en- 
tire world. He felt certain the 
troops of the new arffiy would do 
the same. 

Canada had moved from the adol- 
escent stage and now was develop- 
ing a national pride. This spirit 
should continue in order that the 
peace may also be won, he said. 


PRESIDENT SPEAKS 

Alex. Walker, C.B.E., Dominion 
president of the Canadian Legion, 
also stressed the necessity of win- 
ning the peace. Mr. Walker said 

he was delivering his main address 
at the Monday session of the con- 
vention. 

“If the system is not changed,” 
he declared, “the boys and gir's 
returning from this war will change 
it for us and we'll help them 
change it.” 

The Legion had two main tasks. 
One was to win the war; the other 
to win the peace. 

Yet there were some people in 
Canada who needed to change their 
thinking, Mr. Walker said. He read 
a newspaper item of recent dac, 
quoting Prime Minister King as 
reprimanding an official of a nickle 
company for stating the compaty 
was pleased that nickle mines ia 
occupied Norway were being oper- 
ated by the Germans. 

Mr. Walaker said there was no 
doubt about the official deserving 
the reprimand, but thought Mr. 
King would have been justified in 
using much stronger language. 

“What do the boys and girls serv- 
ing in our forces think when they 
read such an item?” asked Mr. 
Walker. 

Brig. W. W. Foster, D.S.0., com- 
missioner for north projects, de- 
clared that the old inequalities 
and injustices must be eliminated. 

Hon. D. B. MacMillan, Alberta 
minister of agriculture, recalled that 
the late Premier William Aberhart 
had planned to deliver a messaze 
from the province to the conven- 
tion. 

“He told me just before he left 
for the coast to bring the message 
of the province to you, if he were 
unable to attend,” said Mr. Mac- 
Millan, himself a veteran 

‘I'm sure it would have heen an 


inspiring message,” the speaker 
added. Mr. MacMillan voiced the 
hope that the war would be over 
before another convention was held. 
The Alberta government was ready 
and anxious at all times to help re- 
turned men solve their problems, 
he said. 

WELCOME FROM CITY 

Ald. A. Bisset welcomed the de- 
legates on behalf of the city and 
wished them a pleasant stay. 

Air Vice-Marshal G. R. Howsam, 
M.C., air officer commantiing No. 
4 Training Command, said no one 
need worry about the present-day 
Canadian fighting man. 

“Those boys are magnificent, 
simply magnificent,” the air vice- 
marshal declared.

MACHINE GUN OF 
“POCKET SIZ E” 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—(CP)— 
A “pocket size” macine-gun small 
enough to pack into a woman's 
handbag is the United States 
army’s latest answer to the need for 
a light weight but deadly weapon. 

The new gun, described by Col.

IN CHAIR 

Mr. Rose was chairman of the 
meeting. Canon Trendell gave a 
picture of juvenile delinquency in 
the city, showing that juveniles 
tend to work in gangs, and that un- 
der trained leadership they can be 
directed into social rather than 
anti-social activities, There is an 
urgent need for leaders to work 
with the young people, both boys 
and girls, between nine and 17 
years old. Canon Trendell said that 
it was the youth of the world mak- 
ing the changes today—youth in the 
Axis countries was acting in a 
negative manner, contributing in a 
negative way under negative lead- 
ership. 

Miss Lillian Thomson, director, 
Council of Social Agencies, gave a 
report on a survey on juvenile de- 
linquency conducted two years ago, 
and on a survey conducted this year 
in five city: schools showing the 
predominance of the youth in the 
city in groups in delinquent and 
non-delinquent areas. In the test 
school in a non-delinquent area, 
90 per cent of the children belonged 
to groups while in the delinquent 
area only 40 per cent of the chil- 
dren belonged to youth groups. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Ralph Young, program secretary, 
Y.M.C.A., submitted the report of 
the leadership committee of the 
group work division. This commit- 
tee which had met during March, 
April and May, made recommenda- 
tions to the organizations for the 
recruiting of leadership in the city, 
for the training of leaders and for 
the setting up of city camps during 
the months of August. As a result 
of the proposed long summer ‘holi- 
days for the schools, an urgent need 
has arisen for organized recreation 
during the summer for the young 
people. The set-up and program- 
ming details for a day in a typical 
city camp were given. 

A discussion followed these re- 
ports, particular atfention being 
paid to the idea of “city camping,” 
and this recommendation was ap- 
proved by the represented organiza- 
tions. The assembly then broke up 
into sectional discussion groups, the 
west end group under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Pettigrew; the 
South Side group under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Rose, and the cen- 
tral and north section group by Mr. 
Young, to correlate the facilities | 
and the needs that will arise from | 
city camping plans. 

At a re-assembly of the groups 
an advisory Deere was selected.
